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Snetsinger Lumber Ltd.: Some Personal Reminiscences

The only issue of wooden money so far recorded for the town of Dundas, Ontario 
®.. Wells # 5268-1, Snetsinger Lumber Ltd., wooden 25¢. This piece is now very hard 
to come by. As a wee lad between the ages of five and eight years, 1 resided in 
Dundas, where my father and uncle were for three years in the couse construction 
business and dealt extensively with Snetsinger Lumber Ltd. Although we left Dundas 
for Metropolitan Toronto in 1956, the year before the firm issued its wooden quarter, 
Il recall the business and would like to share briefly with the C.aA.W.si.U. members 

a few facts about this company, and the town. 


Dundas, when I lived there, was 2 towr of some ten thousand inhabitants. It 
is known to numismatists mainly because of the store which the firm of Lesslie « Sons 
operated there, commemorated on their toxens. Early in the 1820s the Lesslies were 
for a brief period partners with William Lyon Mackenzie, the rebel of 1847 in a store 
in Dundas, also. ‘The Collins Hotel, the oldest hotel still operating in Ontario, 
is also Known, for the bar tokens it once issued. Such is a bird's-eye view of 
Dundas, from the numismatic angle. 


Snetsinger's lumber yard was located towards the upper end of King Street in 
Dundas (ie. the erd farthest from Hamilton). As I recall, green was the company 
colour, and a green board fence fronted on the sidewalk next to the yard's entrance. 
The delivery trucks were also green in colour. it is not surprising, then that the 
firm's wooden quarter is printed in green ink. The only dog i have ever owned was 
given to me, incidentally, by en employee of Snetsinger Lumber. 


Not long ago, i was informed by a resident of Dundas that the business has 
@os hands several times, and ic now known as Penn Cashway. The old board fence 


as long been replaced by one of wire mesh. - 


. I am currently looking for one of the Snetsinger Lumber wooden cuarters for my 
collection. If any members have a duplicate to dispose of, I would be pleased to 
hear from you at P. O. Box 672, Station B, Willowdale, Ontario, M2K 2P9.
